Great Increase in’ Traffic. 


“Tt is expected that af the next 
session of the U.S. Congress @ 
bill will be introduced by Senator

‘Remarkable Record. 


Information is now avaiable fur 
a compartive staterpent of what is 
being done overseas in the way of 
settlement of ex-soldiers. Tho ra- 
sults vary considerably. but in one 
case st least are remakable, and 
promise well for individua! con- 
tentment and success: : 

Australia is about to ¢o- 
erdinate in a corporate scheme 
the varying provisions o 
the several States. Exceps in 
Western Australia, and in certain 
cases in Tasmania. there are at, 
present no free grants of land. 
In the other States, selected lands 
are offered on lease or on eary 
terms. Queensland does not ex- 
tend the privilege to British ex- 
soldiers, and in New South Wales 
and South Australis such exten- 
sion, though contemplated, is de- 
ferred. In Victoria, Imperials are 
included“ Advanc’s are in mos! 
cases available. 

New Zealand has reserved cer- 

’ taint lands for purchase on ease 
terms’ by her own soldiers, but 
there is no settlement scheme for 
Imperiats. Theee,like other emi- 
grants, if duly approved, are riven 
6 free passage, and are guaranteed 
employment. 

The record of Canada, which 
offers the same terms to ex- 
soldiers from Great Britain, ja 
mote advanced. Here, up to the 
present, 19,18! ex-Service men 
bave been actually setred. of 
whom 7769 received free grants. 
By means of Ioans, amounting in 
the aggregate to more than 
£15,000,000, other ex-soldiers have 
been enabled to purchase land to 
the value of £%,000,000; remove 
“encumbrances, costing £430,000; 
effect improvaments, entailing 
£1,740,000; and buy stock and 

» equipment to the value of nearly

BOLSHEVISM IN THE ORIENT. 


Tho question of a possible spread of Bolshovik ideas in the East 
sane of supreme unpurtance in the prosent unsettled state of the 
world. Itix common knowledge that the presoat political loaders 
io Russia set much sture on the propagation of their doctrines 
throughbuut Asia, and auch bas been tuard of fate of the mavementr 
of ther enussarios in this: part of the world. There have been 
numerous reports of pemt-ullicial overtures to China, the view being 
held in some quarters that even the recent develapments in the 
South bave not been ontirely dissociated from Russian influence. 
We know as a fuct that Bolsbevisin has played an important part 

“in the recent unrest in Persia and Mesopotamia, whilst in Lndia and 

Afghanistan there has buen ample evidence of Bolshevik intrigue. 

One thing tw certain, na neiy, thatthe East to-day isin a state 
of unrest and disturbance, in some places more pronounced than in 
others, but fairly general none thd less. Kven where there is no 
actual furmont apparent, indicadious are not wanting of rostleasnoss 
beneath the surtace. And according to one writer, Sirdar [kbal Ali 
Shah, one country und one doctrine are mainly responsible for this 
stato of alfairs “that country is Russia, and that doctrine is Bol- 
shovism. Commenting on tcc-nt happenings, this writer says that 
tho British people are not naturally suspicious, or they might have 
evinced surprise ab the Jact that the arrival of M. Krassin in London 
sony months age cuincided with the first Bolshevik landing in 
Porsia. That that move was intended to provite the Soviet envoy 
with o strong argument ty induce Great Britain to agree to Lenin's 
terms, in thy hopo-of the withdrawal of what -constituted a grave 
Incnace to India, cannot be doubted.

It is 
of interest to mention, in this 
connection, that if the South has 
complaint against the North.so 
far as the Customs rovenues 
aro concerned, Peking has 
a grievance against Canton in 
regard to the Salt Gabelle collec- 
tion. The South retains for its 
own use, after paying running 
expenses, tho wholo of the- salt 
revenues it collects, whereas the 
North pays the foreign obligations 
not only in regpect of ita own 
incomings but also for the South 
aga woll. That js a point that 
should not be loat sight of when 
Canton talks of getting its own 
back on Peking. Of coutsé, the 
whole business is -a hopelsss 
muddle,and it won't be straighter.

During tho Election, ordeal

The 
Prosident-olect is now giving 
an exhibition of the all-things- 
to-all- men oratory to a 
still wider andience, ‘for 
when ho speaks of American 
supremacy he is addressing the 
world. In a spoech tho othor 
day he intimated that his poticy 
was to’ make the United States 
the greatest maritime Power,” 
Perhaps the President-elect would 
answer that he meant. com- 
morcially, as he alluded to the 
Mercantito Marine as well as tho 
Navy--or, likely enough. he 
would answer that he meant both. 
From another speech, delivered 
the follawing day, it is sufficiently 
clear that he had the Navy in 
mind, whatever his intention 
regarding the merchant service, 
sinec he expressed his desire for 
a Navy proportionate to the 
country’s “aspirations.”
